Ford Overturns when Wheel Gives 


Way. Parents and Child Hurt. 


Baby Rushed to Hospital but Ef­ 


forts to Save its Life are Futile. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Brenaman,

concerned in a statem ent 
issued 
by 
Joseph Kalbfus, 
State 
Game 
Com­ 
missioner. He says: 
“ Our attention has just 
been 
a t­ 
tracted to a condition relating to the 
paym ent of bounties th at 
calls 
for 
immediate action upon the 
p art 
of 
this office if trouble and loss to 
cer­ 
tain parties are to he avoided. I refer 
to the practice heretofore followed by 
Justices and others in this Common­ 
wealth of advancing to claimants for 
bounties the amounts that 
may 
be 
set forth in their probate, or of 
buy­ 
ing such claims a t 
a 
discount, 
and 
collecting the face value of the claim 
from those directed to pay same. 
“The Act of April 15th, 1915, relat­ 
ing to the payment of bounties, 
pro­ 
vides that the bounties paid under its 
provisions shall lie paid, in 
a 
pre­ 
scribed way by check from the State 
treasurer to the person 
killing 
the 
animal as named in the affidavit for­ 
warded to this office. To attem pt 
to 
forward checks to other 
persons 
is 
not authorized by law, and for us 
to 
attem pt to keep track of those 
who 
might buy up claims 
of 
this 
kind 
w’ould require a special line of book­ 
keeping in this office, which for var­ 
ious reasons cannot be attem pted. 
“ For these reasons, those who have 
in the past been in the habit of 
a d ­ 
vancing money to bounty 
claimants 
are warned not to continue this prac­ 
tice, as no claim will Ik* certified 
b y 
this office to the auditor general 
for 
payment except in the name 
of 
the 
party making the affidavit to the kill­ 
ing.” 
For animals killed prior to 
April 
15, the Adams County 
Commission­ 
ers are now making payments.

steps
